WASHINGTON. D. C., Ju n e 7.— 
( S p ecial ) — Those persons that have 
been exercised lest the course taken 
by the United States in Santo Domin­ 
go prove a dangerous and expensive 
precedent appear to have little ba­ 
sis for worry, if the views of persons 
familiar w itll the diplomatic relations 
between this country and Latin A m ­ 
erica are to lie believed. 
Not onI> 
has the Santo Domingo situation been 
settled in a satisfactory way, ag ree­ 
able to this country and Santo Domin­ 
go as well as the foreign countries 
interested, but it is unlikely that the 
Santo Domingo problem will ever be 
duplicated so far as the Fnited States 
is concerned. 
All the indications now are that 
the coming H ague conference will 
agree to the Drago doctrine. 
Secre- 
tar\ Root is thoroughly in favor of 
this doctrine and the American dele­ 
gates to the Hague conference will 
support it to the 
utm ost of their 
ability. 
The delegates from Latin America, 
likewise, will give the doctrine their 
cordial support. 
Tho belief here is 
that the Hague conference will accept 
this doctrine as a part of those ac­ 
cented doctrines of international re­ 
lations that constitute international 
law. 
The Drago doctrine is that nations 
shall not 
use force to collect 
the 
debts due to themselves or their citi­ 
zens from o 
t t nations or their cit­ 
izens. 
Along with this goes the cor­ 
ollary doctrine th a t the nation th a t 
in itself or through its citizens owes 
the debt 
shall 
submit 
whatever 
questions are involved to arbitration. 
The adoption of such a doctrine by 
the Hague conference will make it 
out of th** question for a European 
power to th rea ten 
with 
bom bard­ 
ment. or invasion one of the small 
South American republics that may 
have incurred obligations to the E u ­ 
ropean power. 
A lieueflrial Doctrine. 
In state departm ent and diplomatic 
circles it Is pointed out that the ef­ 
fort of the adoption of the Drago 
doctrine will be of great importance. 
J u s t as soon as it is know n that the 
navies and armies of nations are not 
to be employed to collect debts con­ 
tracted for by the weak South Am­ 
erican republics or their citizens, just 
that soon will moneyed adventurers 
stop m aking investm ents in 
Latin 
America except in legitimate proposi­ 
tions. 
There will be no financing of 
questionable deals and concessions on 
the basis of an en o rm o u s anticipated 
profit that could not be made legiti­ 
mately and is possible only on the 
understanding that the foreign nation 
to which the creditor belongs will 
back him tip with force in collecting 
what his contract shows is due him. 
Not alone will the adoption of the 
Drago doctrine operate to discourage 
a d venturous financiers who are wil­ 
ling to gamble . in Latin A m e b a n 
investm ents of a doubtful s o rt but 
it will have a tendency to make the 
Latin Amel lean governm ents more 
careful to sanction only those invest­ 
m ents of foreign capital th a t are bas­ 
ed on sound busbies prospects. 
It 
is the belief of the men who are best 
informed on the subject here th at the 
tendency on the whole of the adop­ 
tion of the Drago doctrine on the L at­ 
in America countries will be to en­ 
courage im provem ents of an up-to- 
date sort in cities and towns and
